OBSERVATIONS UPON THE ARMS AND CRESTS. 


Tae coat-armour, Gules, three demi-savages (or wild-men) argent (? ppr.), holding clubs over 
the dexter shoulder, or, of which there is evidence of three centuries’ usage by the family, 
is in the Herald’s Visitation of Salop, made in the year 1623 (a copy of which is in the 
British Museum and is Harleian MS. 1396). A mullet, or, for difference, is on the shield here ; 
this would indicate that Peter Woodd (2), who signed this Visitation, had then proved his 
ancestral right to this coat; that it was borne by the first Alexander Woodd, who came to 
Salop, he being third son of Lawrence, and that it was the coat of Lawrence Woodd of Holly 
Hall, Yorksbire.* 


Some modern families of Wood in Shropshire have used these arms, of whom there are 
notes in the Miscellanea. Of these, two seem to be descendants of Woodd of Shynewood, 
although the connection and the right to the arms has never been shewn. 


On the Will of Alexander Woodd (II.) and on some extant deeds executed by him, 
circa 1580, an acorn with oak-leaves is used as crest, or more probably badge. The acorn 
occurs in old families of De Bois, ete. 


Ten years before the Visitation of 1623, Peter Woodd (2) executed deeds with the demi- 
savages on his seal. 


In Ilarl. MS. No. 1483, fol. 50 (215), containing a large collection of Wood Family 
coats and crests, the same arms are assigned to Wood of Devon, a family of great antiquity. 


Two younger Yorkshire families named Wood bear three whole savages, but no instance 
of the use of the demi-savages in Yorkshire has yet come to notice. No Wood Pedigree in 
the Visitations of that county contains any such coat, although we have seen that Peter 

‘ Woodd lineally derived it from there; indeed, there is no Wood Pedigree in those Visitations 
which extends earlier than Lawrence Woodd’s period, or so far within a generation. The 
nearest is that of Wood of West Lutton and Kildwick, Harl. 1487, 57, Her. Vis. York 1584, 
and they bore Sable, three fleurs-de-lis on a bend argent (“ granted 1578” with crescent for 
difference). These arms are like those of del Wodde of Longley Hall, Almondbury,—tie 
oldest known Yorkshire Pedigree of Wood, but which does xo¢ occur in the Visitations. It is 
believed that Lawrence Woodd of Iolly Hall and Lawrence del Wodde of Longley Hall are 
connected. An account of this family will be found in the Miscellanea at the end ef this 
collection. 


* A correct representation of these arms, as in the Visitation Book, forms the Frontispiece of this Work. The 
arms occur in some MSS. which purport to be copies of the 158+ Visitation, but no Pedigree.

The College of Arms, of the present timic, allows no crest to Woodd, and in the two 
original Visitations, there still preserved, there is no crest. (The later Visitation, 1663, omits 
the arms altogether.) Sir Bernard Burke, remarking on this absence of a crest, considers it a 
sign of antiquity of family ; arms having been in use before crests. On the other hand, two 
crests have been in constant use by the family for over two hundred years, viz., a pelican 
in her piety or, and a demi-savage as on the shield. 


These are on two old parchment rolls, which have been handed down through several 
generations to Mr. Charles H. L. Woodd of Roslyn, and now in his possession, they are 
reproduced in facsimile in the collections of book-plates belonging to his line. The will of 
George Basil Woodd of Richmond, dated 1783, is sealed with the demi-savage as crest. 


The pelican, it will be seen, was of more gencral use in early times. It appears to have 
been the first crest used. The demi-savage has been adopted more frequently of late. The 
pelican is on seals to extant deeds at All Souls’ College, Oxford, executed by Peter Woodd (2) 
in 1618, and others: that date is the earliest on which we find this crest and is ten years 
before the Visitation. The same is on the letter of Dr. Basil Woodd, now in the Public 
Record Office, dated 1640, concerning his brother Peter and the Ship Money. It is on the 
M.I. now remaining in Alberbury Church, near the Leighton Chapel, to Basil Woodd and 
his wife Abigail Leighton. This Basil Woodd’s will is sealed with the same crest, as well as 
arms; so also is that of Alexander Woodd of Camberwell, dated 1724. Their brother Charles 
Woodd used the pelican, as seen by an old painting once belonging to his wife Sarah Barnham, 
which has been handed down to her descendants, a woodcut of which is produced among 
the arms of this branch. , 


These and other evidences of antiquity clearly establish a popular, if not technical, right 
to the present use. Further, in the British Museum, in three MSS. nearly two hundred 
years old—one of which purports to be a copy of the arms in Sir William Dugdale’s Visitation 
of Salop in 1663, and another of those of Vincent’s Salop Visitation 1623, the third a collec- 
tion of Salop and other arms—are depicted those of Woodd of Shynewood and the White 
Abbey, in each case with the crest, a pelican or, vulning gules. A facsimile of each of 
these follows with the Copy Visitations to which they refer. 


In addition to the eighteen quarterings allowed by the College of Arms to the 
descendants of the late Mr. Alexander Woodd, and shewn next to their Table, No. XIV., there 
are twelve further claimed by both branches of the family in virtue of the marriage of 
Lawrence Woodd, Tables I. and XII., and the heiress of Sir Philip Yonge of Caynton, co. 
Salop; these will be seen in the Yonge Pedigree, Table XI. 


The descendants of George Basil Woodd and Gertrude Ballard are entitled to quarter 
the arms of Ballard quartering Morse, Table VIII., which are borne also by the descendants 
of Basil George Woodd and Mary Mitton, quartering in addition those of Mrrroy, Table 
VIL. 3., for which see the book-plates of Mr. Basil Thomas Woodd in the illustrations after 
his line. °

His last action, to omit all others, was at Alton 
in the county of Southampton ; he was surprised by 5 or 6000 of the Rebells, which 
caused him then quartered to fly to the Church with neare foure score of his men, 
who there fought them for 6 or 7 hours, and then the Rebells breaking in upon him, 
he slew with his sword 6 or 7 of them, and then was slayne himself with 60 of his 
men about him, 1641. His gracious Soveraign hearing of his high commendations, 
in this patriotic expression said, ‘ Bring me a Mourning Scarfe, I have lost one of 
my best Commanders in this kingdom.’

my stocke, then I returned home to my mother, she having kept me and my wife and children untill this time. And 
since I lived at home with my mother, I was had prisoner to Oxford, by Unton Crooke’s command, who commanded 
the County troope, and there was forced to keepe a souldier with meat, drink, and money to waite on me, to my 
great charge. J went into the warrs before Readding was taken, and was Lieutenant to Lieutenant-Colonel Bowle, 
my brother-in-law ; and I was Captain-lieutenant afterwards to that worthy Colonel Sir William Butler, att Cropredy 
Bridge, in the Earle of Cleveland’s Brigade, where hee lost his life, soo of course I had his troope till Truro Articles. 
L have received severall shots, one in my head, and one in my arme, which troubles mee many times. Severall 
horses were shot under mee, one at Runaway Hill, and another at Newbury Fight. I was a prisoner at Lanceston 
soven weeks, being taken at Torrington upon a charge, then commanding the party that first charged. 

“My Brother Thomas went into the warres, when his Maiesty of blessed memory came first to Oxford. Heo 
was Fellow of Merton Colledge, and had been taken prisoner after he was turned out of his fellowship, then he went 
into fflanders, and came in again with Sir Marmaduke Langdale, where, at Preston Towns End, by facing about, he 
saved his Gencrall by the losse of his own life. He was then Capt.-Lieutenant to Colonel Loader. 

“ My Brother John was Cornet to Colonel Stewart in the Earle of Cleveland's Brigade, he was taken prisoner 
at Cropredy Bridge, and afterwards received in the warres seven cuts in the head, which perced the skull, and 
continued in the service till Truro Articles. Since the return of our gracious Kinge, whom God preserve, he served 
in His Maiesty's Life Guard above seven months, and afterwards put by, for no other reason but that they were to 
many, which cost him a great deale, so that wee are much in debt. Our plate, horses, and mony that wee spent 
upon Chirurgeons and armes, and other necessaries in the warres, comes to a considerable summe, besides the loss of 
my ffather’s chancellorship and practise, and the plundring of us in Oxfordshire, and the loss of our time, so that wee 
were brought to ruine for our Loialty.” 


(This memorial was presented by the family to King Charles II. on the Restoration.) 





FURTHER HISTORICAL NOTES RELATING TO BASIL WOODD, D.C.L. 


In the Calendar of State Papers, Domestic Series, King Charles I. ‘ Commission’ to the Ecclesiastical Court 
dated Dec. 17, 1633; among the names of the Commissioners is included that of Dr. Basil Woodd. His name occurs 
many times in the ‘ Acts of the Court,’ ey. in a Note of Draft Letter to him and another for Archbishop Laud, 
authorising them to visit Dulwich College. 2 

On Feb, 6, 1640-1, Letter to him and other High Commissioners of the Courts Ecclesiastical, citing them to 
appear before a Committee of the House of Commons to be examined as to their jurisdiction. 

Dr. Basil Woodd also appears as one of the Delegates in the “ Parliamentary Return” of the Ecclesiastical 
Appeals made in the High Court of Delegates in 1634-41.

“83. I must add also a Relation, as strange as ‘tis true, of the family of one Captain Wood late of Bampton, 
now of Brise Norton, Captain in the late Wars for the King. Some whereof before their death have had signal 
warning given them by a certain knocking, either at the door without, or on a table, or shelves within ; the number 
of stroaks and the distance between them, and the place where, for the most part respecting the circumstances of the 
persons to dye or their deaths themselves, as will easily be collected from the following relation. 


“34. The first knocking that was heard, or at least observed, was about a year after the restoration of the 
King, in the afternoon a little before night, at or upon the door, it being then open, as it was apprehended by Mrs. 
Elenor Wood, mother to Captain Basil Wood, who only heard it, none being then by or about the house but herself ; 
at which she was very much disturbed, thinking it boded some ill to Aer or hers, and within fourteen nights after, 
she had news of the death of her son-in-law Mr. George Smith, who dyed in London. 


“85. About three years after that, there were three great knocks given very audibly to all that wero then in 
the house, viz., to the aforesaid Mrs. Elenor Wood, Mr. Basil Wood and his wife Mrs, Hester and some servants: 
which knocks were so remarkable, that one of the maids came from the well which was about twenty yards from the 
place, to see what was the matter; and Mrs. Elenor Wood, and another maid that was within the house, saw three 
great pans of Jard shake and totter so upon a shelf in the milk-house that they were like to fall down. Upon this 
violent knocking, Mr. Basil Wood and his wife being then in the hall, came presently into the milk-house to their 
mother, where finding her somewhat disturbed, and enquiring the reason, she replyed God Almighty only knew the 
matter, she could tell nothing but she heard the knocking ; which being within doors Mr. Basil Wood concluded must 
be for some of the family at home, that upon the door being for a friend abroad ; which accordingly fell out, three of 
the family, according to the number of the Anocks, dying within little more than half a year after; viz., Mrs. Hester 
Wood, wife to Mr. Basil Wood, a child of Mr. Wood's sister, and Mrs. Elenor Wood his mother. 


“36, About August 1674 Mr. Basil Wood, junior, son of Mr. Basil aforesaid, living at Exeter in Devonshire, 
heard the same kind of Anocking, at which being disturbed, he wrote word of it to his futher here at Bampton in 
Oxfordshire : viz., That one Sunday, he and his wife, and her sister and his brother, did distinctly hear upon a Zable 
in their chamber as they stood by it, two several knocks struck as it were with a cudgel, one of them before and the 
other after morning-prayer, a little before dinner : which letter was shewn to Mr. Wood, senior (as the other knockings 
before the deaths of any that dyed, were beforehand told), to several neighbouring gentlemen: after which, within 
about fourteen days, Mrs, Mester Wood, a second wife of Mr. Basil Wood, senior, and about a quarter of a year after, 
hor father, Mr. Richard Lisset, dyed both at Bampton; since which time they have heard nothing more as yet.

PREFACE. 


Turse Pedigrees are compiled from the Heralds’ Visitations and from attested 
parchment and other rolls, issued by the College of Arms in the years 1875, 1880, and 1886, 


now in the possession of members of the two branches of the family. 


Since the last “entry” in the Heralds’ College, 1880, several facts have been discovered; 
these, which have been added to the attested Male Tables, are printed in italics with the 


“authorities.” Subsequent events are distinguished in the same manner. 


The Collators of these additions are indebted to the labours of the late Mr. Josrpu 
Morais of Shrewsbury, whose carefully prepared Salop Pedigrees* have remained in the 
Town Clerk’s Office at Shrewsbury, and are the private property of E. Cresswei PEexe, 
Esq., whose kindness in giving access to these books is acknowledged. These MSS. were 
first heard of by the Compiler of this Second Edition in the year 1881, when Mr. Morris 
had been dead many years. ‘He had access to the Town Records, those of the old incor- 
porated societics of Shrewsbury, ete.; he took nothing upon trust” (with which testimony all 
Salop Antiquarians concur), “and spent a long life in working up Pedigrees of Shropshire 
families.”+ Nearly all the fresh information given by him has since been Sormbboratad from 

. the Harleian MSS., Church Registers, the Public Record Office, ete. Certified copies from 


these sources, together with several old Wills, also recently found, will be seen at the end.

THE WHITE ABBEY. 


Tuts place having been, after Shinewood, the principal residence, the following summary of 
Eyton’s History of the Foundation, taken from his ‘ Antiquities of Salop,’ vol. vii., p. 91, will 
be of some interest :— 


“This foundation has had various names, such as the New Monastery, the White Monastery, and New Place. 
It has also, and with little propriety, been called the White Abbey, the Black Abbey,* and the New Abbey. It was 
never an Abbey in any scnse whatever......, 

“As many mistakes lave been made about its founder and the date of its foundation as about its name... . . 

“The French Chronicle of Fitz Warin adumbrates the truth in the following passage, descriptive of the 
conduct of Fulk Fitz Warin, the former outlaw, him whom we know to have been in reality the third Fulk Fitz 
Warin of his line. ‘Fulk’ (on his return home from an alleged campaign in Ireland) ‘bethought him that he 
had greatly sinned against God, as by slaughter of people and other great offences, and in remission of his sins 
founded a priory in the honour of our Lady St. Mary, of the Order of Grandmont,+ near Alborbury, in a wood on 
the river Severn, and it is called the New Abbey; and not long after died Dame Maude de Cause his wife (first), 
and was interrod in this Priory.’ (Fitz Warin Chronicle.) We have some proof that the lady here called Maude de 
Cause was deceased in 1226 ; according to this evidence we may place therefore the foundation of Alberbury Priory 
about the year 1220, 

“We have two confirmations to this House, one by Henry III., dated at Hereford 2 Dec. 1223, the other by 
Popo Gregory IX., dated 5 Fob. 1233....... 

“Fulk Fitz Warin's second wife was buried at the New Abbey, and Fulk himself, dying a year after, was 
interred with great honour near the altar of the same Monastery... ... . 

“Tho Taxation of 1201 makes the Prior of Alberbury's annual income to be in Temporalities £2 7s., and 
in Movenbles £1 9s. The former item is made up of the profits of two carucates of land in Pekenhal, BONE. esnhere 

“Tt appears that in 1357 the Bishop of Hereford of that time returned Alberbury Priory as one of the places 
in his diocese which was exempt from his Episcopal jurisdiction. I do not understand how this came about. The 
Priory, as an alien house, was at that time in the hands of King Edward IIL. by reason of his war with France. ... . 

“ Tt continued an escheat of the Crown, was leased to two or three persons, and on 11 May 1441 the King 
(Henry VI.), at the request of Henry Chicheley, Archbishop of Canterbury, granted this suppressed Priory, with all 
its tithes, advowsons of churches and chapels, in free and perpetual alms to All Souls’ College, Oxford, recently 
founded by the said Archbishop. ...... 

“There was formerly a Chapel, dedicated to St. Stephen, within the site of the Monastery. In 1446 the Bishop 
of Hereford ordered the College of All Souls to keep this in repair, and to find a Priest to celebrate therein service for 
the souls of founders and benefactors.” ...... 

“For some generations the monks had been Frenchmen sent over from Grandmont. To them we are indebted 
for the greater portion of the Parish Church (of Alberbury), one of unusual size, and, in the peculiar structure of 
the tower, they probably had in memory some of their own Norman Churches when they adopted the design known 
as ‘saddle-back,’ this being not an uncommon type in their native country, but of which there are only a few in 
England.” M.S. 


Tn this church our ancestors and their families, for five gencrations, worshipped, were 
baptized and buried, as the parish registers from 1566 abundantly shew. They are, generally, 
in excellent preservation, although there are one or two unfortunate breaks.§ 

The White Abbey and its lands were held of the College of All Souls by the second 
Alexander Woodd from the year 1566. Before this time he lived at Boreatton, Baschurch, 
Salop, his father and brothers living at Shynewood. His descendants continued to live in the 
Abbey until the early part of the eighteenth century. The inventory of the furniture of the

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third Alexander Woodd (see following Article) shews the Abbey to have contained at that 


time some eighteen dwelling and sleeping rooms, of various sizes, besides many places used 
as kitchen-offices, ete. 


In the year 1673-4 Grace Woodd, the daughter of the third Alexander (the sons being 
minors), paid tax for eight hearths (the average number in the subsidies being about three to 
each house). After this period the buildings must have rapidly fallen into decay, and but 
little remains to tell of its former use and proportions, 

About thirty years since the work of “ restoration” was entrusted, by the College, to a 
land agent, and, in the words of the vicar of the parish, he appears to have thought of nothing 
but making a comfortable farmhouse. All the ruins and ruinous parts were cleared away, 
and it is believed used in the construction of the new farm buildings, ete. The remainder of 
the Abbey was then carefully covered with plaster and whitewash, 

A few arches, doorways, and a stone groined roof, probably belonging to the north aisle 
of the Chapel, are seen in two bedrooms of the present farmhouse ; and a credence table, with 
piscina, in what is now the dairy, are all that have survived to speak of the past.

In August 1879 the Cambrian Archeological Society visited Wattlesborough Hall, 
Alberbury Church, and the ruins of Fitz Warin’s Castle. ‘The party then proceeded to the 
White Abbey, and Dr. Bloxam pointed out the probable site of the chapter-house, refectory, 
dormitories, and other parts of the conventual buildings. ; 

In the garden there is a very old, apparently the original, sundial on a stone column, 

The present farmer received some members of the family very hospitably, allowing 
them to enter all the rooms in the Abbey. A sketch of the Abbey was made.

Of SHYNEWOOD, the older Salop seat of the family, less can be said. The perennial 
beauty of the scenery, however, immediately around Shynewood far surpasses the immediate 
surroundings of the White Abbey, which are somewhat flat. 

The present house has not been in existence more than a century. It is a roomy 
square red-brick building of two stories, with polished oaken floors and staircase, and lately 
inhabited by Mr. Bayly, a farmer, through whose kind accommodation some of us were able 
to enjoy a thorough exploration of this charming and secluded spot. Of the original 
“Shynewood” no trace remains but the coach-house. Hills, for the most part covered with 
trees and thick undergrowth, rise immediately all around. A stream, the haunt of the 
kingfisher, runs at the foot of the lawn in front of the house, having first parted at the side 
in order to supply the mill still in use, and originally belonging to the estate. The dwelling 
is some distance from the highroad, between Much Wenlock and Shineton. 

* Jackstockinge,” mentioned in the will of the first Peter Woodd, is an adjacent property, 
and once belonged to Shynewood. It is on the left side of the highroad from Wenlock. 

The Alexander Woodd (I.) appears to have been the first to settle here," and long after 
the White Abbey became the home, Shynewood was used, it would seem, for second families, 
etc. In the Pedigree in the Heralds’ Visitations, “of Shinewood”’ is the description given 
till 1663. : 

The West Coppice, the residence in 1598 of Henry Woodd, M.D., is about a mile off, 
and close to Buildwas Abbey. A new house has been built there near the site of the old, 
which may still be discerned. ‘This place is remarkable for a very long avenue of trained 
yew-trees, called the “dark walk.” This, from the evident great age of the trees, must have 
existed in the time alluded to.

“HOLLY HALL, CO. YORK.” 


THERE are many places in the county of this name and its equivalent (as Hollin Hall in the 
parish of Ripon). Morris (see Preface) describes Laurence Woodd as of Holyn Hall, and in 
an old pedigree of Woodd now at Yarlington House,* the name is spelled Holey, elsewhere 
Helley Hall. Of Hollings Hall, Ilkley, the seat of the Hebers and Currers, there is a 
full description in the recent work of Dr. Collyer’s ‘Ilkley, Ancient and Modern.’ But 
neither of these places are judged to be the Holly Hall of Laurence Woodd. Langdale’s 
‘Dictionary of Yorkshire, West Riding,’ gives three places of this name—the above, and 
Holley Hall in the parish of Penistone, four miles from Penistone and seven from Barnsley. 


In ‘Nominum Villaris’ (Brit. Mus. 2066) Holly Hall is given as the “scat of one private 
gentleman” in the Hundred of Staineross, Lat. 53°33, Long. 1:25; this would be between 
Wakefield, Barnsley, and Shefficld on the east, and Hemsworth and Rotherham on the west, 
as near as possible to Monk Bretton or Burton Abbey. The churches near this spot are 
Darton, Royston, Felkirk, and Wolley. In Hunter’s ‘Doncaster,’ vol. ii, 334, parish of 
Peniston, this same place, apparently, is called Heley Hall. Soon after the time in which 
Laurence Woodd is computed to have lived, we find several Woods at this spot, notably the 
earliest known ancestor of Lord Halifax, viz. George Wood of Monk Bretton, who was buried 
at Royston 1589, and was father of George Wood of Bretton Manor House and John Wood, 
and grandfather of John, Peter, and others, some of whose descendants resided at Barnsley and 
Hemsworth. The name George was not common at that period. “Morris states in his care- 
fully prepared pedigrees, before referred to, that the elder brother of Alexander Woodd (I.) 
the third son (Her. Vis.) of Laurence Woodd was George. Laurence del Wodde was 
succeeded at Longley Hall (about ten miles from Penistone) by his son George. 


The above-mentioned particulars of Wood of Hemsworth and Bretton, cited from Hunter, appear to be the 
only known facts, judging from printed pedigrees, connected with the early generations of that family, whose arms are 
three savages in fess with clubs. Before the date of these facts, we find one John Wood of Hymsworth in the Lay 
Subsidies for lands in 1524; Richard Wood is on the same membrane for lands ; and in Hunter's ‘Doncaster,’ ii., 
440, is mention (a° 1550) of Richard Wood of Hemsworth. The will of John Wood of Hymsworth was proved at 
York 21 April 1560; he mentions his wife Isabel and children, Adam, Rachel, Agnes, Frances, and Alice.
